Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: as set forth in the interview of August 1 9, 2008, 
the arguments presented are more specific than the claim language where the strength of the fiber and the inability of the prior art fiber to 
be strong enough are not persuasive when the arguments are more detailed than the claim language. At this time with the current claim 
language a carbon black fiber is considered equivalent to the broad interpretation of carbon fiber when the claims do not require any 
specific strength requirement. With respect to the 112 rejection, a little more clarification, such as location in the specification as to why the 
claim would suggest both materials would be helpful to insure applicants interpretation of the claim as being both ceramic and carbon fibers 
is correct and actually supported by the specification as well, since there is some concern in the office action that such an interpretation is 
not clear when the specification directs one in a different direction. The examiner isn't requiring much more than something to suggest the 
interpretation of claim 1 is correct as argued and that such can be supported by the specification. The additional language to the 
specification is considered adequate to meet the use of trademark names in the specification. 
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
